Termination: 

Southern  Illinois,  Central  Illinois  -  June  30,  midnight  (38  FR  15728,  6/15/73).  Two  more  advertising  and 
promotion  programs,  which  originally  became  effective  with  respect  to  marketings  on  and  after 
April  1,  1973,  are  terminated.  All  of  the  provisions  dealing  with  the  programs  except  those  that  have 
to  do  with  the  duties  of  the  market  administrator  and  the  returning  of  any  remaining  funds  to  the 
producer-settlement  fund  are  terminated  as  of  midnight,  June  30.  The  remaining  provisions  will  be 
terminated  midnight,  September  30. 


Suspensions: 

Central  Illinois  -  June  29  (38  FR  17183,  6/29/73).  This  action  suspends  for  the  months  of  June  through 
August  1973 ,  the  provision  of  the  order  which  requires  that  in  order  to  qualify  as  a  pool  plant, 
a  distributing  plant  must  have  a  total  disposition  of  fluid  milk  on  routes  equal  to  at  least  50  percent 
of  its  Grade  A  receipts  during  August  through  February  and  40  percent  during  the  other  months.
